This drying-solidfication step 
would increase adhesion of the polyimide and metal layer. In addition, there are sections in the reference where no reduction of adhesion 
was found. The instant claims do not recite a "particular" increase in adhesion and would encompass a small increase. If a substantial 
"value" was recited, the Examiner would reconsider his position. 
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
